Awful Fate of Hinckley, Minn., and 
Its Inhabitants.

ST. PAUL,, Sept. 2.—The town of Hinck- 
ley, Minn., about half-way between this 
city and Duluth, has been wiped out by 
forest fires and the list of dead may reach 


1000. It will certainly exceed two hundred

The destruction was complete in most of 
the towns namen, but some of the torest- 


one report gives no hope. 

The little town of Mission Creek, some 
little distance north of Hinckley, is also 
reported in ashes. Special trains were sent 
out, both from Duluth, equipped with medi- 
cal forces and all that is possible will be 
done. 

LATER.—A private dispatch received 
this evening from the burned district 
states positively that already 250 dead 
bodies have. been recovered, so the esti- 
mate made above may be considered as 
decidedly conservative. 

The losses in the neighborhood of St. 
Cloud, which is on the western edge of 
the fires, are estimated at $200,000 and 
from that point east and north nearly 
everything is burning. The fires are rag- 
ing in Becker and Atkinson counties, where 
many farmhouses and much grain has been 
lost, as well as timber.

The 
schoolhouse, erected last year at a cost of 
$1000, and one-half of the Eastern Minne- 


By one of 
those peculiar freaks for which there is 
no accounting, the roundhouse and water- 


almost in the woods, escaped the flames, 
a circumstance the more remarkable from 
the fact that it stood directly in the path 
of the flames, which seem to have jumped 
it as cleanly as if playing leap-frog. 


sota Railway roundhouse were the only 


tank on the southwestern edge of the town, ; 


advancing flames was out of the question. 
The men had been fighting the fire for 
hours, and the women and children were 
in a panic-stricken condition. Horses were 
harnessed to buggies and wagons. Women 
and children were hurriedly loaded. Prob- 
ably 200 of them left town on foot or in 
vehicles, plunging into the woods north 
across the Grindstone River, which skirts 
the town on the north. They were liter 
ally fleeing before the pursuing demon. 

Over the hill that rises beyond the 
Grindstone is a swamp, and to this most 
of the people with their teams headed, 
but it proved no protection. Some aban- 
doned their teams and ran into the lower 
portions of the swamp, but the fire sought 
them out. Not one was left to tell the 
tale, and this morning in a gpace of a 
little more than five acres were counted 
over 180 corpses. There were many fami- 
lies of five, six and seven, and there they 
lay, the men generally a little in advance, 
the mother surrounded by her little ones, 
cut off by the most horrible of deaths. 
Nearly all the bodies were unrecognizable, 
the fire having burned every vestige of 
their clothing and charred many of the 
corpses. Those who fled to the north on 
foot followed the Duluth track, and so 
rapid was the progress of the flames that 
many of them were actually burned as they 
fled, falling on the right-of-way for a dis- 
tance of three miles or more. Nearly 
thirty bodies were removed along here. 

Some of the foremost of the escaping 
citizens, met the Duluth train coming in 
‘from the north. It was due at Hinckley 
at 4:05 o’clock. Engineer Root was at the 
throttle. He stopped the train and took 
on board nearly 125 of the refugees. By 
this time the woods were blazing on either 
side of the track, and as Root reversed 
his engine and started back the cars 
scorched and cracked in the heat. Root 
ran the train back about thirty miles to 
Skunk Lake, and the people escaped from 
the burning cars to the water, and no lives 
were lost. The people who remained in 
Hinckley fared the best of all. The East- 
ern Minnesota tracks mark the eastern end 
of the city proper. 

Just beyond the edge was a tract of land 
probably embracing at least ten acres. 
The whole area had been excavated to a 
depth of thirty or forty feet, and in its 
center was a stagnant pool of water, three 
feet deep. To it fled hundreds of citizens 
who were willing to trust to its friendly 
depths. They remained four hours, while 
the smoke and flames rolled over their 
heads. They dashed water over each other 
and covered their heads with wet cloths 
to prevent suffocation, and all were saved. 

Others cf the citizens sought refuge in 
the Grindstone River under the abut- 
ments of the railway bridges and at the 
foot-bridge. The exact number cannot de 
known, but many escaped and some were 
drowned. Mrs. Martin and her four babies 
were taken drowned from the water tuis 
morning. Meantime Hinckley. was burn-

On their ride 
on the handcar they encountered two 
mangled bodies along the line of the rail- 
road. Seventeen were discovered at Hinck- 
ley during the morning and twenty-one 
have been found up to 1 o’clock. 

The passengers say the people of Hinck- 


caught flre, and, as the timber afterward 
burned, it is more than probable that great 
numbers ‘perished. The most conservative 
estimate of the dead is 200. The whole 
country around Hinckley is onefire and the 
fullest extent of the disaster cannot be 
learned for a day or two. 

It is feared several other “os have 
suffered a like fate. Milaca called for 
help yesterday afternoon and the relief 
train from St. Cloud was unable to get 
beyond Bridgeman. Nothing further has 
yet been received from Milaca and how 
‘much may have been the suffering cannot 
at this time be known. Bridgeman was 
apparently safe after a hard fight. The 
flames, however, were very threatening 
around that town and as it is very dry 
around there, the worst is feared. The 
party that came through the, flres around 
Hinckley suffered severely from burning. 
Their injuries, however, will not prove 
fatal. They-tell many sad stories of what 
they saw. One woman had evidently tried 
to save her five children and was over- 
taken by the fierce flames and the whole 
family perished close to the railroad track. 
Another case was wheré a mother, seeing 
her house in flames, ran to save ber chi:d, 
her husband following her and the walls 
of the house caved in before they could get 

ut. 

5 A HEROIC EFFORT. 

The passenger train from Duluth, on 
which these men were, is in ashes and the 
rest of the passengers have taken refuge 
in a marsh near Skunk Lake, where they 
are surrounded by fire. The engineer 
was badly burned by the flames, but stood 
to his post and got all of the passengers 
out of the fire safely. This engineer, 
James Root, is one of the best known and 
pluckiest in the employ of the 
St. Paul and Duluth road. He tried to 
take his train through the fires to Hinck- 
ley, but when the cars caught from the 
‘flying embers, he reversed his engine and 
backed at full speed to Skunk Lake. It 
was so dark during the day yesterday, that 
it was almost impossible for any one to 
see 100 feet away, and during the night 


Ing, fanned by the wind, Which was blow 
ing a gale. About 11 0 lock the fire com- 
pany got out their engine and laid an 
1800-foot line of hose to the southern out- 
skirts of the town. The hose was too 
short for the measure of protection de- 
sired, and a telegram was sent to Rush 
City for more. One hundred feet was 
sent, but it never reached Hinckley. 


A CYCLONE OF RED FURY. 

About 3 p.m. the fire literally jumped 
into the town. It did not eat its way 
along, devouring everything in its path, 
but c2me in huge leapz, as if to take every- 
thing before it. It appeared as if it was 
forced along by cyclones of its own gen- 
eration. The intense heat would develop 
a veritable whirlwind of flame that car- 
ried huge, blazing firebrands high in the 
air, and, carrying them forward for from 
forty to eighty rods, let them fall and 
begin the work of devastation anew. The 
fire first struck Hinckley on the east 
side of the Duluth track, and the brave 
fire-fighters for the first time gave up 
the unequal battle, and, already too late 
in many instances, turned their attention 
to their personal safety. 

The Eastern Minnesota train from the 
south had just come in, and the panic- 
stricken citizens flocked to it for safety. 
A number of box cars were coupled on 
and filled and covered men, women 
and children, some of bareheaded 
and coatless. Some clutched a bundle of 
the more precious of “their portable pos- 
sessions. Families were separated, and, in 
all, this was a motley crowd of about four 
hundred or more people. The train pulled 
out just ahead of the fire, and succeeded in 
ultimately reaching Duluth. This cir- 
cumstance, while fortunate in a degree 
which cannot be estimated, has made the 
confusion greater, for it is not known 
who escaped in this way, and many people 
are reported dead who may be in safety. 
Had not this number of pebple, largely 
women and children, left the doomed city 
when they did, the loss of life would have 
been increased, for their presence would 
have added mene to the subse- 
quent confusion. 

About the same hour the accommo- 
dation train on the Hinckley and St. Cloud 
branch left for the latter place, with about 
twenty-five passengers. Its path bay di- 
recily across the path of the fire. and 
their situation speedily became desperate. 
the ties were burning, the rails were véarp- 
ing and the trestles were sagging under 
the train. The smoke had increased 80 
the engineer was. helpless. He could not 
see the track beycnd him. Burning trees 
lay across the track and were being tossed 
aside by the engine. Suddenly the tratk 
gave way, and the train toppled off at 
one side. No one was injured, and they 
pressed on to Pokegama station, a few 
‘rods ahead.

the track, were racing him for his life 
and tue lives of his passengers. Cinders 
were flying in every direction and the 
smoke was so dense it was well nigh im- 
possible to see beyond the cab-window 
even with the aid of the powerful head- 
light. He thought to outrun the flames 
which were coming after and bearing down 
upon him at a sixty-mile gait. 

When about a mile and a half from 
Hinckley, he discovered the fire was too 
fast for him and overtook the train and 
verleaped it so it was literally surrounded 


with flames. The air was Stifling anl the 
clothes of both engineer and fireman 
caught fire. Fireman McGowan leapel 


into the water-tank, and then seizing a 
bucket dashed the water several times 
over the burning engineer. Rober: stead-ly 
kept at his post although scarcely able r0 
sit upright. 

Meantime, the passengers could see noth- 
ing but the oncoming tornado of fire, and 
soon the glare outside was tco much for 
th: reason of a number of them. The 
car caught fire, and, as the flames over- 
took it, the passengers rushed headlong 
into the forward cars. The shrieks of the 
women and children as well as the terri- 
fied shouts of the men increased the ter- 
rible feeling arowsed by the uproar of the 
flames on every hand.” Several of the male 
passengers, too terrified for further seit- 
control, leaped headlong through broken 
windows and were swallowed up in the 
flames outside. Others seeing this act 
quickly fgllowed, and altogether in the 
next ten minutes, a dozen men leaped to 
death in the flames in a like manner. The 
women, whose terror had been pitiful a 
few minutes before, now came heroically, 
to the help of the trainmen in endeavoring 
to sooth the frightened children. | 

Engineer Root saw ‘there was no outlet, 
apparently, for his train ahead, and con- 
cluded to turn back through the distance 
alrcady burned over rather than encounter 
possibly greater perils before them?

| HE WAS DEAD GAME. 


Alvarez, the Mexican Cattle Thief, 
| Devoid of Fear. 


Pedro Alvarez, the, notorious cattte-steal-’ 
ing butcher, safely behind the bars. The 


| story of the desperado’s capture at the 


Mexican border has been told in the press 
dispatches. Insley says that the depreda-. 
tions of Alvarez and his gang have been 
going on for over five years, and that 
they finally became so bold that the eitl- 
zens determined to take yigorous action, 
When he Ranged qut on the chase, Insley 
said that he was warned that he could 
not bring Alvarez back without a strag- 
ge, as he was a desperate min, a perfect 
giant in strength, and absolutely devoid of 
fear. Consequently, while he was deter- 
mined to capture his man, he did not pro- 
pose to take any more chances than was 
necessary. He knew. Alvarez, although the 
Mexican did not know him, which gave 
him a deeided advantage, and when he 
asked to ride over the line with him, the 
Mexlcan's susplelons were not aroused. 
As soon as they were on ted States 
territory, Insley says that he told his 
man he was under arrest. The Mexican 
at once showed fight, and grabbed for his 
whip. Insley, however, was watching him, 
and jerked him from his cart, at the same 
time covering him with his revolver, and 
ordered him to throw up his hands. Al- 
varez obeyed, and Insley ordered him to 


proceed, to the hotel, where they were 


stopping. This the Mexican positively re- 
fused to do, although he was cover 
by a 45 revolver, with a determined man's 
finger on the trigger. The two 
men stood faeing each other for at least 
five minutes, when Insley again ordered 
Alvarez to move on, saying he would shoot 
if he did=not. They were not more than 
yards from the line at ‘the 
tim ‘the Mexjean stood his ground, 
telling the detective he might shoot. as 
soon as he got ready, but he would not 
move a step. In the meantime, however, 
‘Sheriff Ben Hin of San Diego, who had 
accompanied Insley, heard the noise, and 
came to his assistance, not even taking 
‘time to put on his shoes. The Sheriff then 
grabbed the Mexican, and Insley taking a 
hand, the prisoner was soon overpowered 
and handcuffed; when he gave up and 
caused no further trouble.

Forestry in the Land-grant Colleges. 

(Garden and Forest) Every thinking 
man knows that this country is already 
suffering serious loss and that we are in- 
viting incalculable loss in the future by 
nezlecting to provide any systematic man- 
agement for our public forests or private 
woodlands. Not only is there no system, 
mut there is no realization of th: fact that 
we need any system, and the men who 
control our „ keep on in a 
happy-go-lucky way, getting the most out 
of the woods that seems possible today, and 
trusting to luck for tomorrow. No doubt, 
the country will awake some time, as its 
needs become pressing, and there will be a 
demand for skilled foresters, but just 
where the supply of competent men is to 
come from is not sn clear. Today it would 
not be easy to find men who can be trusted 
to manage A large forest-properiy to the 
best advantage; to manage it—that is, in 
such a way as to secure from it the most 
romunerative output now, while, at the 
same time, its productive capacity is not 
only kept unimpaired, but steadily increas- 
img. Of course, any man of ordinary in- 
telligence and executive force could im- 
prove on our pr:sent practice, but the 
men whose knowledge and experience are 
sufficient to manage our forests to their 
highest profit as permanent scurces of 
supply are few and far berween. 

In cther countries there aro forest ex- 
periment stations established by the gov- 
ernment, where investigations are con- 
stantly in progress which will add to the 
knowledge of the various subjects in- 
cluded under *he comprehnsive term of 
forestry, and there are schools in which 
persons are trained in its theory and prac- 
tice. Even if it were advisable to establish 
„Schochs of that sort in this country, we 
have no corps of teachers capable of giving 
proper imstruction, and no well-managed 
forests to serve as examples. But there is 
much elementary knowledge which can be 
acquired without any course in a French 
or German forest-school, and there seems 
mo Treason why the rudimemts of the science 
and art of forestry should not be taught 
in our agricultura! colleges.

On the other hand, the government 
does own large tracts of timbered land, 
many of which are already set apart as

mont, so that, to a certain extent, the gov- 
ernment will manage its own forests. 
There is a special reason, therefore, why 
the government should assume to provide 
expert training for the care of its own 
property in this way. 

n A ioe of the land-grant colleges recog- 


worth while to inquire 
how much instruction isgactually given 
at these institutions. Prof. C. S. Plumb 
of Purdue University has collected some 
data from their current publications on 
this point, which he has kindly placed at 
our disposal. From these data we learn

is made either in the catalogues, registers 
or reports of the agricultural colleges in 
the following States: Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Delaware, Florida, 
Georgia, Nebraska, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Maine, Maryland, New Jersey, Tennessee, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming.

this State. In Storr’s Agricultural School 
in Connecticut forestry is said to be taught 
with botany and horticulture, but to what 
extent is not stated. Some acres of 
the college land are covered with a growth 
of young trees, which will afford an op- 
portunity for the present to illustrate the 
methods of pruning forest trees and the 


In the Iilinois University there is a course 
in forestry Which embraces a study of 
forest trees and their uses, natural distri- 
bution, and -the@r artificial production.“ 
The relations of forest and climate are 
studied, and the general topic of forestry 


legislation and economy are dis- 
cussed. In Purdue University, In- 
diama, three hours a week. for 
eleven weeks in the spring of the 


senior year, are divided between forestry 
and landscape-gardening. In Iowa Agri- 
cultural College, ‘‘during the second term 
of the senior year a general view is taken 
of the influence cf horticulture and forestry 
on the civilization of the earth and the 
health and comfort of its inhabitants.“ 
Three hours are devoted to this a week. 
There are “forestry plantations’ which 
are among the means of practical illustra- 
tion. The Kansas Agricultural College has 
among its illustrative material a forest 
plantation of twelve acres, containing 
twenty varieties of from one to twenty- 
five yars’growth.” In the Kentucky 
College forestry is included as one subject 
of instruction upder the head of economic

Thinking to defend himself, Ashworth 
drew from under his seat a knife, with 
which he stabbed Watson near the heart. 
Watson fell from the wagon, and he drove 
on. He did Watson no further violence, 
and was at a loss to know how ‘his teeth 
could have been broken in, his nose

oe when his body was found. 
shworth drove on to the house of a 


man named Todd, to whom he told his 


story. He went on home and slept 
throwgh the night, and in the morning 
was arrested and brought to the County 


Jail. 
THE FIRST NEWS. 


The first intimation of the killing re- 


ceived in this city was a telegram from 
John F. Francis lin San Francisco, addressed 
to ‘Rev. Father Adam at the Cathedral 
here. The tslegram ‘was received about 
noon_yasterday and asked for particulars 
the killing of Manuel Watson. 
1 of Constable Winthers at the 


the report of the killing, which 
report was also confirmed by telephon: 
from San Pedro. 

Manuel Watson, the dec2ased, was about 
33 years of age. He is known to have 
been to some extent a drinking man, but 
was not,kncwn to be duarrelsome or ugly. 
He was of a jovial disposition, and was 
not otherwise ‘when under the influence 
of liquor. This being the case it would 
seem scarcely probable he would start to 
quarr:] in the manner related by the old 
man in jail. When it is remembered he 
Was Wealthy the statement of the old man 
that he would not pay for a small quan- 
tity of wine, which the old man had got 
for him, se:ms also improbable. 

A peculiar circumstance in connection 
with the killing is the fact that Ashworth’s 

right arm is nearly helpless. He states 
that the bone between the elbow and shoul- 
der has been removed and this seems to 
be true, for the flesh on that part of the 
roti: ~ soft and yielding and no bone can 

2 felt. 

Manuel Watson was ore of four brothers 
UHving on the ranch. His father is dead, 
but his mother, Senora Dolores. Watson, is 
stil living. She is a daughter of Don 
Manuel Dominguez of the San Pedro ranch. 
Watson was born April 5, 1860, at Mon- 
terey, at the United States Customhouse, 
his father at the time being Collector of | 
the Port at that place. Shortly after the | 
family removed to Los Angeles, where 
Watson resided until about nine years 
ago, when he married and soon ter re- 
moved.to San Pedro Ranch, where he has 
conducted a dairy. His three brothers 
lived with bim on the ranch, which is 
16,000 acres in extent, and which ‘was for- 
merly much larger. 

The deceased leaves a Widow and five 
children. He was a member and trustee 
of Wilmington Lodge, A. O. U. W. 

Robert Ashworth, the prisoner, had, at 
one time, a Wife and three children, all 
of whom are now dead. He has lived in 
the neighborhood of the San Pedro ranch 
for years, and has been a drinking man. 
He has been employed a good deal of the 
time on the ranch in question. The knife 
which he used with fatal effect is an ordi- 
nary pocket-knife, with a four-inch blade.
